Arrest of Max Cashriel, a New York 
Paper Dealer. 


He Is Taken into Custody on Complaint of an Agent of 
the Watertown Paper Company—An Echo of the 
Recent Failure of J. Davidson—Complainant 
Makes Serious Charges. 


Max Cashriel, of the Cashriel Paper Company, whose 
temporary office is at 376 Canal street, New York city, 
was arrested on Saturday evening last on a charge of 
grand larceny preferred against him by the Watertown 
Paper Company, of Watertown, N. Y. Cashriel was 
brought before Magistrate Flammer in the Centre Street 
Court on Sunday morning and released on $1,000 bail for 
iurther examination on November 12. The present 
trouble of Mr. Cashriel has grown out of the recent al- 
eged sale of the business of the Cashriel Paper Com- 
pany, incorporated, of 104 Walker street, to J. Davidson, 
ind the mix-up which followed. All the facts in regard 
to that part of the case have already been published in

me, were that the business and accounts of the Cashrie} 
Paper Company, incorporated, were sold to J. Davidson 
on or about August 1 last. As Davidson did not meet 
the necessary payments, so Max Cashriel claims, the 
tock of paper in the store at 104 Walker street was 
taken by the stockholders of the Cashriel Paper Com- 
pany im part payment of the purchase price agreed upon 
vith Davidson, and sold for $875 to N. Levy, of 98 East 
roadway.

by the statement that he, the said Max Cashriel, and 
Bernhard Cashriel, having failed in business before, it 
was safer for their wives to be ostensibly interested in 
the business. Said copartnership was thereupon formed. 
It provided that Davidson was to contribute $2,000 in 
cash and that the contribution of the Cashriels was to 
consist of the stock of paper, &c., on hand at 104 Walker 
street, book accounts and cash in bank, which Max Cash- 
riel stated to him (Davidson) belonged to the Cashriel 
Paper Company, incorporated, the stock of which was 
owned by the wives of Max and Bernhard Cashriel. The 
value of the whole contribution of the Cashriels was stated 
in the copartnership agreement at about $3,176.23. The 
copartnership was to commence on August 1, at which 
time the sign was changed from “Cashriel Paper Com- 
pany” to “J. Davidson” and new stationery was printed. 

Within a short time after the commencement of the busi- 
ness Davidson claims that he discovered that Max and 
Bernhard Cashriel had defrauded him by representing that 
the stock was worth $3,176.23. Davidson says that the 
goods were in the store only on consignment and they were 
later taken away by the owner. He also declares that the 
alleged book accounts were worthless and that there was 
no money in the bank, excepting the sum of $2.94. 

Davidson swears that he deposited $500 in the Ninth Na- 
tional Bank about August 8 on account of his contribu- 
tion and that he refused to contribute any more money. 

About this time Max Cashriel proposed to Davidson, so 
the latter swears, that if he (Davidson) could raise $1,000 
in cash immediately they could by discounting the bills al- 
ready incurred, purchase about $10,000 worth of paper, dis- 
pose of same for less than cost within thirty days, and 
realize about $3,000 before the bills would be due; that 
they would then leave the city and locate somewhere out 
West and embark in the liquor business. Davidson says 
he refused to entertain this plan. He also states that it 
was at the instigation of Max Cashriel that he gave to 
Dun’s and Bradstreet’s agencies statements purporting to 
furnish a correct account of the financial standing of “J. 
Davidson.” The items composing these statements, he 
says, were made up by Max Cashriel. 

Davidson swears that Cashriel told him that he, Cash- 
riel, had ordered $700 worth of paper from the Watertown 
Paper Company. Luneschloss in an affidavit says the 
amount so ordered Was in the neighborhood of $2,000. 

Davidson also says that Cashriel sold a car of paper, 
prior to its arrival, for less than cost. He denies having 
signed and mailed a check to the Watertown Paper 
Company in payment of a car of paper, as stated by Max 
Cashriel. Davidson also denies having written a letter 
to the Watertown Paper Company containing a “busi- 
ness statement.” He declares that at least four of the 
items contained in the letter are false, ands that Max 
Cashriel knew them to be false. One item in the state- 
ment referred to was “Due me on notes, good, $1,500.” 
This was explained to Davidson, so he says, by Cashriel, 
who stated that the $1,500 might be considered as the re- 
mainder of Davidson’s contribution to the firm. 

Later Davidson says that he was invited by Cashriel’s 
attorneys to withdraw from the business and to sign 
notes for $3,176.23, the alleged amount invested by the 
Cashriels for their wives, on the ground that they had 
sustained this loss owing to the refusal of deponent 10 
contribute to the partnership the full amount of money 
agreed to be contributed by him. Davidson says that he 
finally agreed that if the Cashriels would pay all the’‘in- 
debtedness incurred by “J. Davidson” he would give them 
a bill of sale in order to get out of the business. They 
agreed to do this. so Davidson declares. The bill of 
sale was signed on September 25, 1900. 

On Max Cashriel’s suggestion, Davidson 
left town, and sent a fake telegram to Cashriel, at his

The Roofing Paper War Continues,

PHILADELPHIA, November 5.—The trade war in roof- 
ing papers continues, and of the two leaders, the Barrett 
Manufacturing Company and N. West, of Johnstown, it 
is said that neither has felt the effects of price slashing 
more than the other. The fact is that on ordinary busi- 
ness the low prices now prevailing, almost one-half what 
they were when the roofing paper combine was at its 
best, yield almost as much profit as did the higher ones, 
because the raw product has fallen in price fully one-half. 
On the exceptionally large orders, however, the effect of 
competition is keenly felt, for there the rival leaders, and 
oceasionally the smaller concerns that follow in their 
wake, offer quotations in their eagerness to get trade away

The demand for paper during the past week has been 
light. All energies were absorbed by the excitement of 
the election. Now that that disturbing factor is elimi- 
nated much better business is expected. It will be inter- 
esting to see if the prophecies of better times are fulfilled. 
That a large volume of business should be done be- 
tween now and January ) there is no doubt. The basis 
of this opinion is the fact that so many orders have been 
held back until the election was over. Now it is claimed, 
that if even one-third of these are placed this month, a 
decided improvement in quotations will follow. The only 
doubt about the anticipated influx of new business is the 
fact that it is a little late in the year for big orders to be 
placed. However, the tone of the market is now much 
stronger than it was. This means that quotations are 
firmer. In another week the effect of the election will 
have made its impression on the paper industry. Most 
men in the trade predict that a good business is in store 
for them for the next two months, at least. There are 
some who anticipate the continuance of a strong demand 
until next spring. These gentlemen claim that stocks of 
paper on hand are light; that water is still rather low 
in the East; that ground wood is high, and that paper 
manufacturers are paying high prices for all their raw ma- 
terials and for labor. On this statement of the situation 
they assert positively that an increased demand for paper, 
with consequent higher prices, are among the certainties 
of the future. It remains to be seen therefore whether 
paper manufacturers will now have the courage of their 
convictions and advance prices.

Satisfactory Business in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

APPLETON, Wis., November 5.—Business conditions in 
this valley continue to be very satisfactory. For the past 
month, as has been indicated in this correspondence, busi- 
ness has gradually been getting better, and it is improv- 
ing all the time. Some manufacturers report themselves 
as being compelled to return some of the orders that are 
coming to them, and there is not a mill but has all the 
orders it can fill, with bookings well ahead. About the 
only thing that is worrying the manufacturers now is how 
they are going to handle the increased business that all 
expect will come to them as soon as election is finally 
settled. It is the feeling here that the result of the election 
has already been considerably discounted by the trade, 
which accounts for the increase in business that has been 
noted during the past month, and it is probable, therefore, 
that the immediate expansion of trade after the result is 
announced will not be as great as some people expect. 
There must be a good deal of business, however, that is 
being kept back until there can no longer be any cavil, 
and the only question is, How much of this business will 
there be? 

It is felt by the manufacturers that the conditions 
governing raw materials at present are such as to favor 
good, profitable business in the future. Raw materials are 
much more stable in price than they have been. The soda 
and sulphite business is now in strong hands and it is 
felt that their prices may be depended upon. The manu- 
facturers do not complain so much of what the price of 
raw materials may be as of the unsteadiness of prices. 
They would rather see high prices than scales that slide 
either up or down. They do not care so much what they 
pay provided no one can buy cheaper. In these respects 
conditions seem to be better now than they have been 
since the beginning of the boom more than a year ago, and 
manufacturers are correspondingly encouraged.

BRITISH PAPER TRADE NEWS. 


Meeting of Paper Manufacturers to Discuss a Betterment 
of Trade Conditions—The Australasian Trade— 
Ground Wood and Sulphite Scarce. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Lonpon, October 30.—On the 25th there was a meeting 
of paper makers at the Hotel Cecil. The meeting was held 
with closed doors, and consequently not a great deal is 
known definitely as to the proceedings. Before the meet- 
ing it was generally understood that ways and means for 
bringing about a more satisfactory state of affairs were 
to be discussed and that an effort would be made to 
harmonize interests in the hope of realizing better prices. 
It is understood that a general meeting of the trade wil! 
now be called, to be followed by meetings of the various 
sections. After the latter have decided what course is bes. 
adapted to their needs another general meeting will be 
held to crystallize results. 

The imports of foreign paper have been growing and 
there is a feeling that some combined resistance should b: 
made to this invasion by foreign paper manufacturers 
Mill owners here see that raw materials will cost them 
more next year, and it is absolutely necessary that the price 
of the finished product should be advanced. The grea 
question, however, is how this result is to be produced 
and up to date the answer to the query has not been re- 
corded. 

Not only is the British paper manufacturer losing 
ground in his home market, but also abroad. For in- 
stance, in the Australasian market American paper is 
replacing that of British manufacture to a large extent. 
In 1895 Great Britain exported to Australasia paper valued 
at £523,305, while similar export in 1899 was valued at 
£461,757, a loss of £61,638, the losses being in the ship- 
ments to Victoria, New South Wales and South 
Australia. 

The market for mechanical pulp is firmer, owing to 
continued reports of drought in Scandinavia, and dry 
pine pulp is said to be unobtainable. There is little 
business doing. For delivery this year dry pine is quoted 
at £7 10s. to £7 15s., and for delivery over 1901 £6 5s. to 
£6 10s. 

Chemical fibres are quict, but Scandinavians adhere 
closely to their ideas of valuc, and in sulphite, outside o/ 
some American takes, there is almost none to be had 
for delivery this year. The best brands are likewise well 
sold up for over next year. Bleached sulphite is quoted 
at £13 to £14 for delivery this year and £12 to £13 fo: 
delivery over 1go!. 

The market for heavy chemicals continues firm and 
more activity is shown in regard to contracts for nex! 
year. Alkali is quoted at £4 10s. to £4 15s. Caustic soda 
is reported scarce at £11 2s. 6d. to £11 7s. 6d. for 76 t 
77 per cent. Bleach is firm at £6 15s. to £7. Soda crystal:

request, for exhibition to creditors. Davidson also says 
that he received a letter from Max Cashriel warning him 
not to return to New York city.

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PULP BY A NEW PROCESS. 


The Pulp Reclaiming Company Has a Machine for Pro- 
ducing Pulp from Old Papers—Interest Shown 
in It by Manufacturers, 





The Pulp Reclaiming Company is the name of a new 
organization in the paper industry which will be incorpo- 
rated under the laws of Delaware in a few days. Briefly 
stated, the purpose of the company is to exploit a recent 
mechanical invention for preparing pulp from old printed 
papers. The application for the patent on this machine 
has just been granted to Frank A. Franklin, a well-known 
mill superintendent. The invention is designated as “a new 
machine for extracting ink and other non-fibrous materials 
from old printed papers.” Mr. Franklin has assigned two- 
thirds of his interest in the patent to Guyon Miller, man- 
ager of the Downingtown Manufacturing Company, of 
Downingtown, Pa., and O. F. Smith, manager of the 
well-known New York paper stock house of James M. 
Fitz-Gerald. 

A company is practically organized to use and to sell 
the rights to use the new machine. After the incorpora- 
tion papers are taken out the formal organization will 
take place. The temporary capitalization of the Pulp Re- 
claiming Company is to be only $100,000, of which $60,000 
has been paid in. None of the stock will be offered for 
sale. The officials of the company will probably be the 
three gentlemen who contro] the stock, and whose names 
are to appear as the incorporators. These, with positions 
which they will hold, are as follows: Frank A. Franklin, 
of Bridgeport, Pa., president; Guyon Miller, secretary 
of the Downingtown Manufacturing Company, Downing- 
town, Pa., vice-president; O. F. Smith, of James M. 
FitzGerald, New York, secretary and treasurer. The 
main office of the Pulp Reclaiming Company is Room 
1110 in the Broadway Chambers, 277 Broadway, New 
York. 

The company has acquired a mill at Bridgeport, Pa., 
where it will manufacture for the present only about 15 
to 20 tons daily of pulp from old newspapers alone.. The 
plant at Bridgeport is solely for the purpose of demon- 
strating the value of the process to the paper trade. It 
is claimed by the inventor of this new machine that the 
present mode of washing paper stock is wrong in prin- 
ciple. As the Pulp Reclaiming Company is to make 
white papers at its mill, it will have for the present only 
a surplus of about 5 tons of pulp for the market. This 
has been contracted for. Orders are also offered for all 
the pulp the company can possibly turn out. To meet 
this demand new machines are now being constructed. 
The capacity of a single machine is 10 tons per day, 


Specimens of the pulp made by the new process from 
old newspapers have been seen by a representative of 
Tue Paper TRADE JoukNAL. These were soft and white, 
and very much resembled soda fibre. So it seems per- 
fectly safe to predict that if the machine works as quickly 
and as cheaply as it is claimed it does, why, some paper 
manufacturers have a surprise in store for them. A few 
manufacturers who have examined the pulp have already 
put in applications for large quantities of it, and have also 
expressed their eagerness to install the machines in their 
paper mills if the officials of the Pulp Reclaiming Com- 
pany decide to lease them. Just what policy the company 
will pursue is as yet not known. It is likely, though, that 
a certain number of machines will be built and put into 
paper mills, the owners of the paper mills paying a royalty 
on each ton of pulp produced. This pulp can be turned 
into all grades of paper in which ground wood is at pres- 
ent used. 


The special claims made for this new machine are that — 


it can turn all kinds of paper stock, printed or colored, 
clean or dirty, into a white pulp, and do it cheaply. The 
process is said to be a purely mechanical one, by which 
all inks, oils, dirt and foreign matter of every description 
are eliminated from the stock. On heavily colored papers, 
such as lithographic work, a small quantity of caustic 
ash is needed, so it is claimed, but only just enough to 
start the colors. It is predicted that the market for all 
grades of paper stock will feel the effect of the introduc- 
tion of these machines later on. Over-issues will prob- 
ably be most affected. 

The market quotations on over-issues is to-day 75 cents 
per 100 pounds. With an increased demand, which is now 
likely to set in, this figure is apt to be materially increased. 
The launching of the National News Board Company is 
another factor that must necessarily help to stiffen the 
market on over-issues. The Pulp Reclaiming Company 
has an advantage over the news board mills in that it can 
use all grades of paper stock.

Like the patient who expects to be cured by the first sip 
of medicine, many advertisers demand immediate results. 
They insert a single announcement, generally of the driest 
and most meagre character, fold their arms and compla- 
cently await miraculous returns. Of course they are dis- 
appointed, for advertising is a plant of slow growth that 
must be nurséd sedulously before it attains full* bloom.

James B. Ramsey & Son, Paper Manufacturers, Philadel- 
phia, Make an Assignment to Charles F, Van Horn— 
A New York Publishing Company in Trouble.

PHILADELPHIA, November 5.—Two deeds of assign- 
ment for the benefit of creditors were made last week by 
James B. Ramsey & Son, paper manufacturers at Cecil. 
Md., with offices located at 14 South Marshall street. The 
assignment was long foreseen by the trade. Just one year 
ago Ramsey & Son became involved in financial difficul- 
ties, and an assignment for the benefit of creditors was 
made. The firm enjoyed the opportunity for good busi 
ness under proper management, and the creditors at their 
meeting were apprised of this fact. They agreed to give 
the firm a year’s extension on its promise to make pay- 
ment in ful] within the period of grace. Shortly after the 
first assignment some small debts were paid off, but lately 
no payments have been made, and an assignment, which it 
is believed, in view of the failure of the extension plan, 
will mean the winding up of the firm, had to be made. 
The assignee is Charles F. Van Horn. 

The firm’s property in Maryland consists of the Cecil 
Paper Mill, near Rising Sun, where jute manilas were 
made. The assets, it is thought, will only realize about 
$25,000, while the liabilities are almost double. James B 
Ramsey, head of the firm, refused to make any statement 
with regard to his failure. E. R. G.

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TALC COMPANIES COMBINE. 


The Union Talc Company Takes Over the Columbia Talc 
Company, the American Pulp Company, and 
Keeler Brothers, of Gouverneur, N. Y. 


The Union Tale Company, which, as announced in 
Tue Parer TRADE JOURNAL recently, has been incorpo- 
tated under the laws of the State of New York with a 
capital stock of $1,000,000, has taken over the American 
Talc Company. the American Pulp Company, and Keller 
Brothers, miners and manufacturers of talc, all having 
mines and’ works at Gouverneur, N. Y. The stock is all of 
one class in shares of a par valtie of $100 each. The 
officers of the company are: G. B. Hanford, president; G. 
Herbert Taylor, treasurer, and William A, Densmore, 
secretary. O. T. David is general superintendent of the 
company. 

The company will issue $600,000 of 6 per cent. fifteen- 
year gold bonds, dated January 1, 1901, denominations 
$500 and $1,000, interest January and July, the trustee 
being the North American Trust Company. 

B. B. Taggart and L. M. Gardner, of Gouverneur, have 
sold to the Union Tale Company, a water power north of 
Gouverneur, known as the Rhodes water power, for $10,- 
ooo. It is the intention of the company to commence the 
erection at once of a large talc mill on the property. 


Scandinavian Paper in Great Britain. 

The total imports of foreign paper into Great Britain 
during 1899 were of the value of £3,723,004. Large ar- 
rivals came to hand from Norway and Sweden, says the 
World’s Paper Trade Review, the value of the former 
country’s shipments representing 15 per cent. of the totai 
value and Sweden’s 13 per cent.

It will be seen that there was a large increase in the de- 
mand for Norwegian unprinted paper last year, the value 
amounting to £559,097, compared with £293,375 in 1895, a 
period of five years. For wood pulp boards there was less 
demand, the figures being lower than in any of the four 
previous years. In other kinds exported to this country 
(including straw boards and mill boards) the figures show 
a considerable fluctuation.

The shipments of all classes of paper from Sweden last 
year to the British market show a considerable advance 
compared with either of the four previous years. 

So far during 1900 large quantities of unprinted paper 
have been received into Great Britain from Norway and 
Sweden. During January-July paper of the class men- 
tioned was imported to the value of £688,436, an increase of 
£131,205, compared with January-July of last year.

Joun P. Grover. 

John P. Grover, fifty years of age, a member of the firm

W. R. Donce. 

W. R. Dodge, a well-known business man of Gouver- 
neur, N. Y., died suddenly on Tuesday of last week. He 
was the eldest son of Erwin Dodge, and was born sixty- 
seven years ago in the house in which he died. He had 
been a director of the Bank of Gouverneur, and at the 
time of his death was vice-president of the United States 
Tale Company and of the Gouverneur Wood Pulp Com- 
panly. He is survived by five children. 





Epwarp CoNLey. 

Edward Conley, who has been identified with the trade 
for very many years, died at the home of his sister, 352 
West 117th street, New York, last Friday. The funeral 
services were held at the Paulist Fathers’ Church, on 
Saturday. 

Mr. Conley was -born in Prince Edward Island sixty 
years ago, and was the son of a paper maker. In May, 
1852, he began making paper in Butler & Hunt's mill at 
St. Charles, IH]. From 1857 to 1859 he was employed in 
Noonan & McNab’s mill at Humboldt, Wis., and in the 
fall of 1859 he went to Dayton, Ohio, where he worked 
for a short time in a wrapping mill owned by Mr. Wyman. 
At the beginning of the war he was tending machine in 
Nixon, Chatfield & Wood’s mill at Cincinnati, and in 
October, 1864, he became general manager of the mill. 

In 1876 he was appointed one of the judges on Group 
XIII. at the Centennial Exhibition, and afterward served 
on the board of appeals. At the close of his labors he 
moved to New York, and for a long time thereafter con- 
tributed many interesting articles to the columns of Tue 
Paver TRADE JouRNAL. In 1878 he formed a connection 
with Morey & Co., importers of paper makers’ felts, Bos- 
ton, and in the same year made a trip across the water 
partly in their interest. In 1879 he patented his revolv- 
ing bed plate engine, and devoted the latter years of his 
life to its manufacture and sale, 

Mr. Conley had been a sufferer from Bright’s disease 
for nearly two years, and had not been able to be at his 
office in the Morse Building since last May. .He was un 
married. One of his brothers is James Conley, the well 
known manager of sales of the Interlake Pulp Company 

The deceased had had a very wide experience in the 
trade, and had a large acquaintance with the members of 
it in all parts of the country.

- PAPER FROM COTTONSEED HULLS. 


The Thomas Fibre Company sis Gewanine’ to Demonstrate the 

Thomas Method of Treating the Hulls—If Successful, 

Vox Large Capital Will Be Invested. 

The Thomas Fibre Company, which was incorporated 
last week in New Jersey for only $5,000, is evidently a more 
important organization than would appear from the size 
of its capitalization. This is considered as being merely 
nominal. 

The company has been formed to test the discovery of 
Robert Thomas, formerly of the Glendale (Fla.) Paper 
Mills, who it is claimed has found the chemical combina- 
tion that will reduce cottonseed hulls to a satisfactory pulp 
for paper makers. The officers of the National Salt Com- 
pany, of 26 Broadway, New York, are the principal officers 
in the new company. A. S. White and W. T. Hunter; of 
the National Salt Company, are prominent in the Thomas 
Fibre Company. 

To a representative of THE PAPrer TRADE JouURNAL who 
called on him this week, Mr. Hunter said: “Our com- 
pany as organized at present is for the purpose of demon- 
strating the value of Mr. Thomas’ discovery. If it proves 
to be what we think it will be we shall organize a com- 
pany, probably with $5,000,000 capital, to make pulp and 
paper.” 

Mr. Thomas, the discoverer of the new process of treat- 
ing cottonseed hulls, happened to be at the office of the 
National Salt Company when the representative of THe 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL called. In answer to questions he 
said: “I have been in the paper making business in the 
South for many years. A few months ago, while oper- 
ating a small mill in Florida, I learned the chemical action 

_ that will reduce the cottonseed hulls to pulp. Realizing 
at once the importance of my discovery I disposed of 
my plant and devoted the entire proceeds to purchasing 
machinery with which to prosecute my experiments. A 
short time ago I came to New York and succeeded in in- 
teresting the officials of the National Salt Company in my 
discovery.” 


Continuing, Mr. Thomas said: “The supply of cottonseed 
hulls is unlimited. The mills for their reduction must be 
located near the sources of supply, the large cotton belts 
of the South. As for power, there is plenty of it in those 
regions. In many places no dam across the rivers will be 
needed. In some localities it will be cheaper to use steam 
power, as the coal can be obtained right at hand for about 
75 cents per ton. With all these natural advantages the 
company should be a success if the discovery is of value. 
As to that you can judge for yourself—here is a sample of 
the pulp. As you can see, it is soft, white, fibrous, and 
yet has great tensile strength. It is too valuable for the 
cheaper grades of paper, so we expect to use it in the finer 
grades of writing papers for the present. This pulp can 
be produced at about half the cost of the raw materials 
that now enter into such papers. In other words the sell- 
ing price of writings can be greatly reduced by using this 
pulp. Practically all that is needed to reduce the hulls to 
pulp are the proper chemicals which constitute my discov- 
ery, suitable machinery for handling it and other chemicals 
for extracting the natural color of the hulls. No bleaching 
powder is necessary. 

One of the large plants that is to be erected in the 
South is expected to be located at or near Atlanta, Ga. 


Fires. 


SpoKANE, WAsH., November 5.—The plant of the North- 
western Flax and Fibre Company, located at Scio, Ore., 
of which A. D. Hopper, of this city, is the president and 
principal owner, has sustained a loss by fire. The loss 
consisted of the machinery building, all the . machinery 
and the straw stacks, amounting in all to $5,000. The in- 
surance of the buildings is in doubt. 


Avpany, N,.Y., November 6.—Fire started at 6:30 to- 
night in the pressroom of the Press-Knickerbocker, the 
oldest established paper in this section of the State. So 
rapidly did the flames spread that the employees in the 
building preparing to set up the election returns for the 
morning paper had to run for their lives. Not anything 
of value was saved. By the efforts of the entire fire de- 
partment the flames were confined to the two big buildings.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., November 5.—The W. L. Raeder

boiler room and made rapid progress through the elevator 
shaft, until it enveloped five floors. Loss, $125,000. 


The stock of Alfred Bleyer & Co., dealers in paper and 
twine, 498 Broome street, New York, was damaged by 
fire on Sunday last. An explosion, caused by a back 
draught, did a great deal of damage. The loss is estimated 
at $75,000. 


The Supply of Sulphite. 

Speaking in regard to the story that there would be an 
overproduction of sulphite on the market by the first of 
next January because of new plants coming jn, a gentleman 
acquainted with the trade said to a representgpive of THE 
Paper TRADE JoURNAL this week: “I do ngs anticipate any 
overproduction. The ‘Soo’ plant, for instance, which was 
to come in about the time stated with roo tons per day, will 
not be ready. The scare that its 100 tons were going into 
the Western market this winter from the ‘Soo’ proves to 
be without foundation. As far as the Pyrites Paper Com- 
pany is concerned, I hear that that company is already on 
the market, but with only ro tons per day for sale. That 
amount is not a disturbing quantity. Of course, there are 
other small surpluses here and there, but the total really 
does not cut any figure. Then there are a few paper mills, 
like the Gould Paper Company, of Lyons Falls, N. Y., 
which has recently added a sulphite plant. These new 
plants cut down the demand for sulphite in the market, but 
the loss is more than made up by the increased demand 
from old customers and the entry of new paper mills into 
the field.”

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BRisISH PAPER IN AUSTRALASIA. 


The Exports of the Output of Great Britain’s Mills to New 
South Wales, Victorla, West and South Australia, 
Queensland, Tasmania and New Zealand. 


Although during the present year exports of British 
paper to Australia are on a larger scale than last year, 
yet an inspection of the official statistics for the past 
‘few years shows that considerable ground has been lost, 
says the Paper Trade Review. 

PRINTINGS, WRITINGS AND ENVELOPES, 

The demand is chiefly for British printings, writings and 
envelopes. The exports were considerably less during 
1899 than in any of the four previous years. The follow- 
ing were the total shipments:

The principal market last year was Victoria, the quan- 
tity supplied by Great Britain being 76,650 cwts., of the 
value of £91,255. A very serious depreciation took place 
compared with 1898, when the imports were 130,541 cwts., 
of the value of £124,643. Even during the latter year the 
shipments were smaller than in 1897, when the quantity 
was 132,950 cwts., of the value of £136,968. 

The exports to New South Wales also show a reduction, 
last year’s shipments amounting to 55,263 cwts., of the 
value of £84,443. the figures for the previous year being 
75,640 cwts., of the value of £102,803. 

The demand for New Zealand was fairly well main- 


' tained last year, the quantity amounting to 43,057 cwts., of 


the value of £61,359. The figures for the four previous 
years stands as follows: 1898, 38,699 cwts., of the value of 
£57,031; 1807, 40,748 cwts., £61,714; 1806, 48,782 cwts., 
£74,058, and 1895, 30,704 cwts., £61,451. 

The demand for Queensland keeps steady, the imports 
from Great Britain last year amounting to 15,350 cwts. of 
the value of £29,852, compared with 15,271 cwts., of the 
value of £24,806, in the previous year. The receipts in 1897 
amounted to 21,074 cwts., of the value of £30,312; 1896, 


16,723 cwts., £25,142, and in 1895, 18,995 cwts., £27,428. 

Shipments to South Australia show a heavy shrinkage, 
the quantity last year amounting to 14,862 cwts., of the 
value of £20,458, compared with 34,529 cwts., of the value 
of £36,628, in the previous year. The arrivals in 1897 were 
33,663 cwts., of the value of £35,583; in 1896, 49,060 cwts., 
£54,678, and in 1895, 32,149 cwts., £37,693. 

West Australia imported 5,045 cwts., of the value of 
£7,907, during 1899. Covering a period of five years the 
highest importation was in 1896, when 15,403 cwts., of the 
value of £25,050, were received. 

Tasmania imported last year 2.046 cwts., of the value of 
£3,407. In 1806 4,346 cwts. were received, of the value 
of £6,801. 

The shipments from Great Britain to the Fiji Islands in 
1899 were 131 cwts., of the value of £271. Five years ago 
(1895) 158 cwts., of the value of £339, were imported.

New Zealand imported 9,622 cwts. of hangings, of the 
value of £18,751, last year, but the highest quantity re- 
ceived was in the previous year, viz., 11,039 cwts., of the 
value of £21,667. 

South Australia imported 3,511 cwts., of the value of 
£6,401, the receipts five years ago (1895) being 2,045 cwts., 
of the value of £4,483. 

West Australia received 465 cwts., of the value of £933. 
in 1899. The highest import was in 1806, viz., 1,326 cwts., 
of the value of £3,015, and the lowest in 1895, 255 cwts., 
of the value of £567. 

Tasmania imported paper hangings last year to the ex- 
tent of 1,702 cwts., of the value of £2,567. The highest im- 
port was in 1897, when 1,747 ewts., of the value of £3,146, 
were received.

In the issue of Toe Paper TRADE JOURNAL for Novem- 
ber 2, 1899, the following editorial announcement ap- 
peared: 


Friends of Tue Paper Trape JourNAL who have been 
watching its improvement of late will be glad to know 
that the improvement has met with a quick and apprecia- 
tive response. 

During the month of October just closed the amount of 
money received for cash subscriptions to THE PApER 
Trape JouRNAL was larger than for any other single month 
of which the books show any record; larger, it is believed, 
than for any single month in the history of the paper. 

This is all the more remarkable because no special can- 
vass was made for new subscriptions, and no effort was 
made to collect old ones beyond the sending out of the 
customary bills. 

October is usually an “off month” in the matter of sub- 
scriptions. It does not in either a volume or a custom- 
ary subscription period. et this year it has been a record- 
breaker with THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL. 


The subscription boom which thus began has continued 
ever since, but, while October, 1899, holds its position as 
a record-breaker in the matter of cash receipts from sub- 
scriptions, the month of October, just ended, was within 
$4 of reaching the high-water mark thus established, and 
greatly exceeded any other month in the history of the 
paper. 

The publishers take great satisfaction in being able to 
say that never since THE ParpeR TRADE JOURNAL was 
founded has its circulation been so large as now.

Two New Inventions. 
This week there were granted two United States pat- 
ents which are worthy of more than passing notice. 
One was issued to James H. Annandale, of Polton, Scot- 
land, and is for an improved method of manufacturing 


paper, the improvement consisting in “making” the paper 
at the moment of greatest shake. The inventor does this 
in two ways. In one he takes the existing machine and 
applies to it a large vacuum box almost up to the slice. 
In the other method, and this he prefers, he has a machine 
with a shortened wire, the tube rolls being for the most 
part removed and their place being taken by a large 
vacuum box, the wire instead of being carried through 
couch rolls being led around tail rolls. The paper then 
goes to an endless wire or felt, being then subjected to the 
pressure of couch rolls that may replace the ordinary first 
press rolls. 

This arrangement is designed to perfect the texture of 
the paper and make it more like that of hand made stock. 
Samples of paper made on such a machine in England 
have been declared by experts to be of an improved 
quality. 

The second patent is for a pulp refining engine, in- 
vented by J. J. Foley, of Jay, Me. It is described and 
illustrated on another page, and consists essentially of 
two stones, each facing the other. They are operated on 
independent shafts and are run at different rates of speed, 
the pulp being fed through the shafts, which are hollow, 
to the centres of the stones, and being carried to their 
circumferences by centrifugal force. 

Both of these inventions depart radically from existing 
methods, and it will be interesting to note to what extent 
they will be adopted by the trade. 


The Case of Max Cashriel. 

On the first page of this issue of Tut PAPER TRADE 
JOURNAL we print the story of the arrest of a New York 
paper dealer for alleged fraudulent practices. The com- 
plainant’s story is disclosed in the affidavits of himself 
and one Davidson, and it is almost needless to say that 
they will furnish decidedly interesting reading to the 
trade. The prisoner presented a part of his case in last 
week’s issue of Toe Paper Trape JoURNAL, and to what 
extent he will supplement. that tale will appear at the 
hearing in the case which will be held next week. 

If the story as told in the complaining affidavits is true 





there should be punishment meted out to someone. Con- 
sidered by themselves and in advance of the presentation 
of the prisoner’s side of the case, they show a method of 


transacting business that is fraudulent, and that should 
be discouraged to the full extent of the law. 

The prisoner, in his statement in the last issue of THE 
Parerk TRADE JOURNAL, claims that he and his partner 
are the injured parties and that they suffered to a con- 
siderable extent from @ money point of view. For his 
sake it is to be hoped that he may be able to prove his 
case. Should, however, his claim be discredited by the 
evidence, it is due to the trade at large that he be punished 
in a way that will be a warning to those who may be 
inclined to follow his example. 


There is now in the city a Southern paper maker who 
claims to have discovered a method of producing for paper 
manufacturing purposes a satisfactory pulp from cotton- 
seed hulls. A company has been organized for the purpose 
of investigating his claims and demonstrating his method of 
work. If he can do that which he says he can, a company 
probably. with a capital stock of $5,000,000, will be formed 
to build mills and engage in the manufacture of pulp and 
paper. Mr. Thomas, the discoverer of the new method of 
treating the hulls, says that should his claims be substanti- 
ated the cottonseed hull pulp will be used in the manu- 
facture of writing paper. There has been much experi- 
menting with cottonseed hulls with a view to utilizing 
them in paper manufacturing, but up to recently the experi- 
ments have not been as successful as was wished. Should 
Mr. Thomas be able to put his discovery in practical, 


working form, he will open up a new field, in which an - 


ample supply of raw material will be assured, and which 
should be productive of important results in the paper in- 
dustry.

If one is to judge by the tone of British trade papers, 
the paper making fraternity across the water is consider- 
ably disturbed by the constant growth of the importation 
of foreign papers. The fact is, the British paper maker has 
much to contend with at present. His raw materials, that 
he has to ‘buy almost wholly in foreign markets, are high, 
and even his chemicals, that he gets in his own home mar- 
ket, have been forced up in price by combination, while 
up to date he has been unable to formulate any plan that 
will enable him to get better prices for his product. He 
is indeed in somewhat of a sad predicament. 


For some time the cry has been that business would 
improve after election, and that there were many orders 
being held -back to await the result of the political con- 
test. Now that that result has been reached satisfactorily 
to a majority of the people, it is fair to presume that some 
of those orders that have been held in abeyance will now 
be put where they will do the most good. The record of 
the year up to date has been good, and it will be a fitting 
climax if the business of November and December shows 
the increase that many expect it will. 


In the straw board line a new combination has been 
formed. That is to say, there has been incorporated a 
company, which it is reported will market the product of 
the so-called independent mills. That new concern may 
inaugurate a war with the American, and then again it may 
a little later show a desire to harmonize with the views 
of the latter. 


The outside tale companies have formed a combination 
of their own, it being a competing concern with the com- 
bination*that has been before the trade for several years 
Now the two combinations ought to combine just to make 
the story complete. At any rate, the changes are that the 
price of talc will go to a higher rather than a lower level 





The war between the manufacturers of roofing paper 
continues, and of course the consumer of this grade of 
goods is happy. It is fortunate for the manufacturers 


that the prices of raw material have dropped, for it emables 
them in most cases to carry on operations with some little 
profit.

FoREIGN NOTEs. 


A mill board factory is being built at Ibbs by the Bruder 
Mahler Papierfabrik, Kemelbach, Lower Austria. 


The paper mill of A. E. Hauffe in Pulsnizt, in Saxony, 
is reported to have been entirely destroyed by fire. 

There are now sixty or seventy students in the paper 
making classes at the Croxley and Apsley mills, England. 

Dividends have been declared by German paper estab- 


lishments as follows, Crollwitzer Actien Papierfabrik, 
10 per cent.; Robschutzer Papier Fabrik, 10 per cent.; 
Patent Papierfabrik zu Penig, 9 per cent.; Machinenbau 


Actien Gesellschaft Golzern, 7 per cent. 

Buyers of “news” in Germany are still complaining of 
the upward movement in prices. Sellers contend, how- 
ever, that at old rates there was no profit whatever, raw 
materials having gone up and coal being expensive. Paper 
makers consider that publishers obtained their paper at very 
low rates for a very long period. 


According to a report just published there are 32 fac- 
tories in Germany manufacturing playing cards. The 
production in 1899 was 5,304,757 packs of 36 cards or 
under, and 1,056,463 packs of 36 cards or over. The ex- 
portation amounted to 365,344 packs of 36 cards or under, 
and 1,131,373 packs of over 36 cards. 

Arthur Dafton, late head master of the dyeing depart- 
ment of the Bradford (England) Technical College, and 
Walter M. Gardner, the present holder of that position, 
have devised a lamp that promises to be of value to all 
workers in colors. It is an electric are lamp inclosed 
in a glass globe of blue tint of such a character as to 
bring the light into exact accord with daylight. 

Profits, according to an official report, were not consid- 
ered satisfactory last year by Swiss paper makers. Ordi- 
nary news was not largely imported, the home article, 
owing to overproduction, being offered at very low rates. 
When prices of Swiss paper improve German and Austrian 
competition is then very keen. The export trade during 
the past year was small, manufacturers complaining that 
the duties of nearly all other countries shut them out. The 
new treaties will, manufacturers hope, improve matters. 


The celebration, held at Stockholm, of the ten years’ 
existence of the Scandinavian Paper Makers’ Association 
was very successful. Some interesting papers were read 
by members. R. Wieselgren, of the Munksjo Papers- 
bruk, discussed the “Paper Industry.” He traced the 
various developments, and paid particular attention to the 
growth of the trade in Sweden and Norway. Elof Biesert 
spoke for the “Mechanical Wood Pulp Industry.” He 
gave a historical sketch, referring in appreciative terms 
to the work. of Keller, Voelter and other inventors, con- 
cluding with statistics concerning production. Another 
paper of importance was that by Dr. Schibbye on the 
“Chemical Wood Pulp Industry.” 








HERE AND THERE. 


OME of the wags in Springfield, Mass., have been 
S having a joke at the expense of the Union of that 
town, the joke being the result of a statement by one of 
them that the paper in question would support any Re- 
publican nominee without any knowledge of the man. This 
being doubted they tried a test and created an 
imaginary candidate for Representative in the Fifth Berk- 
shire District and called him William H. Drier. The 
seventh editorial item in the Union of the 18th contains 
the following: “William H. Drier has ability and energy, 
and should make a most creditable Representative in the 
Fifth Berkshire District.”

That is what an advertiser in

That fellow up York State who gets out cover paper 
and monthly calendars is at it again. The legend on his 
November sheet is as follows: “No sun, no moon, no 
morn, no noon, no dawn, no dusk, no proper time of day, 
no road, no street, no t’other side the way, no shade, no 
shine, no butterflies, no bees, no fruits, no flowers, no 
leaves, no buds, No-vember.”” What can one do with a 
man who places before his customers tid-bits like that? 





There is no telling what they can make paper out of or 
what they can make out of paper. For instance, down in 
Mexico they are making paper out of the waste of the 
maguey plant used in distilleries, while the London Daily 
Mail says: “Thanks to the energetic researches of Dr.

The next thing ought to be a com- 
bination of the distilleries and the paper mills, so that the 
entire process could be carried on by one management.

It is curious to note how the daily papers discover in 
many new articles put on the market means whereby some

Now 
as the Georgian is going to utilize the material produced in 
the manufacture of writing paper it is evident that his 
“smashing” will not be directed toward the “paper trust,” 
about which the publishers make such a noise and with 
which they do so much business.

News From THE [IILLs. 


The Akron Paper Company, Akron, Ohio, has increased 
its capital stock from $100,000 to $200,000. 

On ‘lhursday the Carthage (N. Y.) Tissue Paper Mills 
purchased the mills property, adjoining iis mill. The pur- 
chase includes the wooden building now used for the 
toilet paper business and also the grist mill. 

C. S. Garrett & Son, Philadelphia, have ordered from 
the Moore & White Company a 96-inch Fourdrinier 
paper machine for their Buck Run mill. The machine will 
be equipped with a Moore & White shake. 

The Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company, 
maker of news boards, Philadelphia, Pa., is thoroughly 
overhauling and renovating the shafting in its mill. The 
improvement will not interfere with the mill’s activities. 

The Gilbert Paper Company, cof Menasha, Wis., is fin- 
ishing the installation of two Stiriing water tube boilers. 
These boilers are guaranteed to carry 300 pounds of steam 
and to work up to 400 horse power each. The Gilbert 
people purpose carrying only about 200 pounds of steam, 
however. 

John McLaughlin, an employee of the Combined Locks 
(Wis.) Paper Company, was severely scalded a day or 
two ago. He was trying to repair a leaking digester 
valve when the valve gave way and a lot of the boiling 
siulf inside was let out upon his back, chest and arms. 
The burns are very serious. 

Important improvements are being made at the West 
Carthage (N. Y.) sulphite mill. A conveyor is being put 
in to carry the chips from the chippers to the digesters, a 
great saving of power. The company will also put in a 
conveyor for carrying the timber or wood from the river 
above the State dam to the mill yard and from the yard to 
the machinery. 

Some of the mills in Maine have been troubled greatly 
of late by metal thieves. A few days ago Charles D. 
Clark, of the Eastern Manufacturing Company, South 
Brewer, Me., saw two men endeavoring to take away a 
boatload of metal from the company’s mill. He promptly 
seized one of the men and held him until the police took 
him in charge. 

Work has been begun on the paper mill which is to be 
erected across the river from Independence, Kan. J. F. 
Ellsworth, one of the proprietors, has just returned from 
the East, where he purchased the machinery for the plant. 
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‘lwo car loads are now on the way. The big amount of 
wheat straw that is now going to waste in that section will 
be utilized in making paper. Natural gas will be used. 
water tanks in connection with the 
Gould su:phite miil, at Lyons Fails, N. Y., burst Monday 
uight, and caused quite heavy damage. The tank was 
built cof Georgia pine, which probably swelled and burst 
the hoops. The tank was set within a few inches of the 
outer wall of the mill, and so great was the force when it 
gave away that a hole about 30 by 35 feet was stove in the 
heavy brick wall. About three weeks ago another of the 
water tanks burst, but the result was not as serious as 
Monday night. 

Large shipments of pulp wood to the Fox River Val- 
ley mills are now being made from the docks of the Pulp 
Wood Company at Long Tail Point, Wis. The season 
has been exceptionally favorable for getting the wood out 
of the rafts in which it is brought to the Point and onto 
the cars that bring it to the mill yards. The prospects 
are that all the wood at the Point will be disposed of be- 
fore winter sets in. 

C. W. Howard, of the C. W. Howard Company, Me- 
nasha, Wis., has solved the prcblem of doing away with 
the odors about a sulphite mill. He uses the Drewsen 
reclaiming system, and has added some improvements of 
his own, the principal one being a condensing chamber 
whereby the active gases are utilized, and the offal from 
which most of the stench ordinarily comes is conducted 
through a large lead pipe into the river and discharged 
below the water level. 

The formal transfer of the mills at Hop River, Conn., 
to the Wright, Case & Wright Paper Company has been 
made, and as soon as the necessary changes can be made 
the mills there will be transformed for the manufacture of 
leather board. , The mills were formerly owned by the Hop 
River Warp Company, and up to about eight years ago 
were operated by Wm. C. Jillson, of Willimantic, for the 
most part for the manufacture of web and tape, and the 
company was known as the Excelsior Web and Tape 
Company. Since the death of W. C. Jillson the business 
has been conducted by his son, William H. Jillsonm. There 
are two mills, a number of tenement houses and quite a 
large farm connected with the plant. The transformation 
into a paper plant will be commenced at once. 

The Parsons Paper Company, of Holyoke, is push- 
ing the work on its addition to its present mill, and will 
have it in operation the first of next year. The company 
has decided to manufacture its drawing paper in rolls as

well as in sheets, and for this purpose special machinery 
and building will be necessary. ‘he paper will be dried 
on the machines, and the company hopes to have it up 
to the pres.nt standard of its drawing paper. There are 
eight new engines at the mill ready for use. In the ma 
chine room as little machinery is allowed as possible, as 2 
major portion of the shafting and gears are run in the 
In excavating for the foundations a spring 
of cool water was struck. This was piped, and will be 
used for drinking purposes. The water is said to be as 
pure as any in the city. Business with the company is 
increasing, and a request for a sample book of its papers 
has been received from a paper jobber at Cape Coast, 
Gold Coast, Africa.

Cuestion.—The sheet of paper sent you with this letter 
is, as will be seen, lighter in color on the wire side than on 
the top. Some of our customers are kicking over the dif- 
ference, which is as much as one shade plump and full. 
What is the cause and cure? 

Answer.—The paper, which seems to be a wood manila 
with a partial admixture of hard stock, might be made 
more éven in color on the two sides by the use of a differ- 
ent shake, and less suction in the first and second boxes, 
with a higher suction in a third box. As no data was 
furnished regarding the stock used, or the amount of yel- 
low used (if any) to tone up the material, it can be little 
more than a guess as to the proper treatment of the stuff 
in order to secure a sheet of the same color on both sides. 
If the querist will send very full particulars—confidentially, 
of course—the maiter will be gone into more fully, and 


the catise and the cure determined if possible. 





(280) Patrick Hayes, Amherst, N. H. 
Question —I have been trying to dry paper with ex- 
haust steam, but find it necessary to use two or three 
pounds back pressure on the engine in order to get the 
water of condensation out of the dryers. Is there any 
way of getting the water out without using the back 


pressure? ’ 
Answer.—Yes. Attach a power pump to the drip and 


put a closed float valve trap in each dryer pipe. The pump 
will maintain a vacuum sufficient to draw the water out 
of each dryer, and when the water has all been taken off 
the ball will fall, closing the valve leading from that par- 
ticular dryer and stopping the flow of steam into the drain 
pipe. There must, however, be arranged a small water 
inlet, which will gradually fill the float chamber again, 
and thereby soon restore connection between the shut-off 
dryér and the pump. This prevents the permanent closing 
of any drip by action of the exhaust pump. A special 
float can be easily made to do the work. It should con- 
sist of a balanced valve with vertical movement attached 
directly to a stem, at the upper end of which the float ball 
is connected. When the float chamber fills with water 
from a small by-pass opening, the float rises, opens the 
valve and allows the pump to empty the float chamber, 
when, of course, the float falling, closes the valve again. 
But if there is water in the dryer it will be pulled over by 
the pump suction and keep the chamber full and the valve 
open as long as the flow of water continues. When steam 
comes the water is all sucked out of the chamber, the float 
falls, the valve closes and no steam can get past it into the 
drain pipe. A valve in the little by-pass connection will 
permit the flozt to be so adjusted that it will open the 
valve as often or as seldom as may be found necessary.

Question.—Why do mill men continue to use steam cn 
gines for driving paper machines? Can they not be driven 
with as close regulation by means of electric motors? 

Answer.—Yes, and with even closer regulation. The 
electric motor is now so constructed that it will run at a 
constant speed, no matter how much_ or how little load 
may be put upon it. There is no excuse whatever for 
driving paper machines by steam engines. They can be 
run cheaper by motor, and the drying of paper can be 
done with direct steam, and even then show a saving over 
drying by exhaust steam from the paper machine engine.

tricity as fast as it accumulates. 
to carry it away to the nearest water, steam or gas pipe, 
and there pass the electrical energy into the earth. An- 
other way is to connect the collectors (a series of points 
placed close to the sheet or web, and which gather the 


electricity and tsansmit it to gewire or~some other con- 
ductor to which the metallic points are connected ) with 
some portion of the press which is found by investigation 


to be electrified in an opposite manner to the sheets of 
paper. Whenever any electricity becomes manifest in pa- 
per, or anywhere else, it may be taken for granted that 
the electrical energy there manifest did not come from any 
external source. For every sheet. of paper positively elec- 
trifed there is some portion of the press or its surround- 
ing that is negatively charged. As a consequence, if these 
charged portions be sought out, and connected with the 
collectors at the surface of the paper, there will be an in- 
stant equilibrium established, and the electrical manifes- 
tations will disappear instantly. It is not necessary to 
connect the conducting wire with the ground through any 
water or steam pipe. Instead find the oppositely electri- 
fied portion of the printing press, connect it up, and the 
electric ghost is laid forthwith. It will walk as before, 
but it walks right back to whence it came and does not 
tarry upon the surface of the paper to cause discomfort, 
delay and other annoyance. The other way of getting rid 
of the electrical disturbance, that of preventing its genera- 
tion, is by so governing the conditions that no electrical 
difference of potential can be made manifest upon or 
around the printing press. The printer will observe that 
when the room is damp he has little or no trouble with 
electricity, or, at least, he has much less trouble than when 
the weather is fine and dry. Here is a clue to a preven- 
tion of the collection of electricity upon the paper—that 
is, put the atmosphere in such a condition that it will not 
insulate the electrical charge. If the air is very damp, a 
charge cannot accumulate on the paper, because the damp 
air is such a good conductor of static electricity that it 
travels back at once from whence it came without accu- 
mulating to cause trouble. This explains why the old 
frictional electrical machine with which we all used to do 
stunts (or try to do them when at school in the old acad- 
emy) used to refuse to work upon some occasions, while 
at other times it would act to perfection. With the sur- 
rounding air dry, the electrical accumulation would be 
sure and ample, but when there was a great deal of hu- 
midity in the air the electric tension equalized through the 
damp air as fast as disturbed by the rubbers acting upon 
the glass surfaces. Thus, to do the same trickuspon. the 
printing press, it is only necessary to control the humidity 
of the air in the room or even in the immediate vicinity 
of the printing press, or even about the rolls where the 
electricity seems to be generated. This can be done in a 
variety of ways, by means of a few small steam jets, or 
by means of cold air blown upon the press at. points where 
it will dissipate the accumulating static difference of po- 
tential otherwise known as electricity.

Question.—I write to ask if you can suggest a plan to 
lessen the warping of our binders’ boards in drying? At 
present, we first put them wet on plates heated by steam 
and there partially dry them, when the boards come off 
perfectly flat. We then place them on with screens in 
runways, where the drying is completed (and the warping 
occurs). We desire to bring the boards out perfectly flat, 
and also to dispense with the steam heated plates if pos- 
sible. 

Answer.—Warping of binders’ or other heavy “‘board” 
is usually caused when drying by the local shrinkage 
caused by a portion of the board becoming dry before 
another portion has given up its moisture. Naturally, 
when exposed to a current of air, the edge of the board is 
the first to give up its moisture. Then the outer surface 
becomes dry before the inside of the board has given off 
its water. At the point where the water is all removed 
then shrinkage must take place. When this happens, the 
dried spot becomes smaller than the surrounding places, 
and of course curls them in shrinking: While this action 
takes place, the surrounding board surface is more or less 
stretched by the powerful contractive force, and when the 
remaining adjacent portions come to dry, they in turn 
contract and throw the stretched out portions of the board 
still more out of line with the rest of the sheet. If the 
board could be so slowly dried that the water would all 
come out of the surface alike, then there would be ffo 
warping. But the drying must be so slow that the re- 
maining water in the sheet must have time to diffuse itself 
thoroughly through the board, as water will do, by capil- 
lary attraction, if given time. But, with the powerful 
water seeking currents of air all over.the outside of the 
board, there is not time for the water in the interior to be 
transmitted to the surface as fast as it is taken away from 
the outer portion of the board. As a consequence, that 
portion of the board becomes smaller than the inside of 
the sheet, and warping and curling is the natural effect of 
an attempt inside the board toward the equalization of 
areas. Thee is but one cure for the trouble that I regard 
as absolutely sure, and that is to dry the board so slowly 
that there will be no difference of amount of moisture 
throughout the entire cross section of the sheet.

PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Pulp Refining Engine—Apparatus for Making Rosin Soap 
—Screen Plate for Pulp—Improved Method 
of Making Paper. 





John J. Foley, of Jay, Me., has been granted patent No. 
660,699, covering an improved pulp refining engine. Re- 
ferring to the drawing, which represents a side elevation 
of the machine, the letter A indicates the stationary cas- 
ing, resting in supports A’, and said casing is constructed 
of any suitable material, preferably cast-iron, and formed 
with water-tight joints at 1. Supported within the casing 
and on the inner end of the shafts B B’ are two grinding 
stones C C’, which are revolved in the same direction and 
at different rates of speed. The periphery of each of these 
stones is beveled or so shaped that, the annular clamping 
rings D D’ will secure them firmly against the face plates 
E E’, which latter are secured to the shafts B and 
B’, respectively. 

The hollow shaft B’ is provided near the inner end 
thereof with a flange, to which the hub portion of the face 
plate E’ is suitably secured, and said shaft serves as a 
pipe, to which the pulp or stock is fed from a stuff box 
or tank F by a feed pipe G, connected at one end to the 
tank and the other end passing through a gland or stuffing 
box H and communicating with the outer end of the hol- 
low shaft, and the said stock or pulp is caused, to pass 
through the shaft by force or gravitation and be discharged 
at the inner end thereof and at a point at the centre of 
the stones, from whence it passes between the rapidly re- 
volving grinding or brushing surfaces of the stones and is 
discharged from between the same by centrifugal force, 
striking against the inner surface of the casing and thence 
flowing to the outlet at the bottom of said casing. To in- 
sure the steady flow of the stock through the hollow shaft 
and to centre of stones, there is arranged a worm I with- 
in the said shaft, said worm terminating at its outer end 
in a shaft K, which passes through a stuffing box L and 
is provided at its outer end with a driving pulley M. 
whereby the worm is caused to rotate, and thus force the 
stock through the shaft. 





Putp REeFIninc ENGINE. 


The solid shaft B is supported by two standards V V 
and their bearings W W’, and the inner end of the shaft 
constitutes a support for the grinding stone C through th« 
medium of the face plate E and clamp D. The other end 
of said solid shaft is provided with a balance wheel R 
and intermediate the ends of this shaft is located the fast 
driving pulley S and the loose pulley T. 

The purpose of the balance wheel R and R' is to coun 
teract the weight of the stone on the end of each shaft 
B B’. 

The face plate E is keyed to the inner end of the solid 
shaft B, and both of the face plates E and E’ are pro 
vided with an outwardly projected annular flange e¢, per 
forated to receive screw bolts e’, which latter pass through 
perforations in an outwardly projected annular flange / 
formed on each of the clamping rings D D’, and said 
screw bolts are provided with adjusting nuts, whereby the 
clamps are secured to the periphery of the stones and to 
the face plates. The face plates and clamps are also per- 
forated at i k to receive bolts J, provided with nuts » 
thus constituting an additional means for securing th: 
clamps around the periphery of the stones and to the fac« 
plates. The clamping rings are so constructed that the) 
conform to and rest flush against the beveled peripheral 
face of the stones, thereby firmly securing said stones 
against their respective face plates, which latter are se 
cured firmly to their respective shafts, thereby insuring 
safety of the stones when revolving at a high speed.

Makes of the Former Getting Slightly Better Prices—The 
Latter in More Demand --Trouble in Getting Trans- 
portation for Raw Material. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 5.—It cannot be said that 
any vast change has taken place in the straw paper and 
straw board market during the past several weeks. The 
former has remained the same in price for some time, and 
it is like pulling teeth to get $1.05 per hundred. This has 
been the top notch price for a couple of months. After 
the’ manufacturers got together and harmoniously ad- 
justed the differences, it was possible to obtain the mag- 
nanimous and profit making price above quoted. It 
should be borne in mind that the figures were consider- 
ably lower at one time, approaching 90 cents. This was 
when the makers were “out” with each other. As a gen- 
eral thing the mills have been running fairly regularly 
and the manufacturers have been about as well satisfied 
as they can be under the circumstances. 

But there is room for great improvement in the trade, 
and the sooner some action is taken looking to the com- 
plete change of the straw paper market the better’it will 
be for all concerned. Many mills were closed on account 
of the quarrel, which has been of long standing. 

As to straw board, it may be said that slightly better 
prices have prevailed, and yet the claim is made that the 
profits are infinitesimal. Be this as it may, the plants 
in this section of the State have been running almost 
uninterruptedly. The Dayton plant had a recent shut 
down, and inquiries brought the reply that “There is no 


business.” All of the other mills under the jurisdiction 


of the same company in the State were operating at the 
time the local plant had suspended. 

The scarcity of cars has wonderiully handicapped the 
straw board manufacturers, as by this shortage the straw 
crop which has been purchased in Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky cannot be transported to Dayton and Circle- 
ville. Insufficient railway facilities have been a positive 
drawback to the trade, and unless it is possible for the 
roads to command more cars than are at present at their 
disposal, the situation will become critical. The scarcity 
of cars, too, is operating disadvantageously to all lines, 
and mill men are suffering many inconveniences.

Tariff Decisions. 


The Board of Classification of the United States General 
Appraisers has handed down the following customs deci- 
sions : 

Kaufmann, Strauss & Co. imported articles composed 
of pieces of lithographically printed paper, stamped out 
and pasted together so as to form goat carriages, lanterns, 
perforated pictures of buildings, fancy calendars, trans- 
parencies, &c. A small portion of the merchandise was 
inadvertently assessed for duty by the collector at 8 cents 
per pound under paragraph 400, act of 1897, and was 
claimed to be dutiable at 5 cents per pound under the same 
paragraph. The board sustained this claim, but overruled 
the protest as to the larger portion of the goods, which 
was that the merchandise was dutiable at various rates as 
lithographic prints under schedule E instead of at 35 per 
cent. ad valorem as assessed as manufactures of paper not 
otherwise provided for. 

F. B. Vandegrift & Co. imported lithographic transfer 
paper which was returned by the local appraiser as manu- 


factures of paper and duty was assessed at 35 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 407, act of 1897. The importers 
claimed the merchandise to be dutiable at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 402, as paper not specially pro- 
vided for. General Appraiser Fischer, after quoting vari- 
ous authorities, says in his opinion, indorsed by the board: 
“We hold that the merchandise is a paper not otherwise 
specially provided for and that it is dutiable under the 
provisions of paragraph 4o2 at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem. The protest is sustained and the decision of the 
collector is reversed.” 

The Keuffel & Esser Company imported merchandise 
which was returned by the local appraiser as “drawing 
paper,” duty being assessed at the rate of 344 cents per 
pound and 15 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 401 of 
the act of 1897, The importers claimed that the merchan- 
dise was parchment paper, dutiable at the rate of 2 cents 
per pound and 10 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
308. The board sustained the protest and reversed the de- 
cision of the collector. 

C. H. Spain imported 7,920 bales of wood pulp, on 
which duty was assessed at one-twelfth of 1 cent per 
pound, under paragraph 393, act of 1897, this assessment 
being based on the analysis and chemist’s report of the per- 
centage of moisture contained in the pulp. The appellants 
protested against the assessment on the moisture contained 
in the 7,920 bales, claiming the goods to be dutiable at the 
rate of one-twelfth of 1 cent per pound on the dry weight, 
under the above named paragraph 393. The same ques- 
tion has been passed on by the board before, and as no 
new evidence was presented the protest was overruled.

British Imports of Paper. 

The following communication, signed by 
“One Who Moves in the Trade,” was pub- 
lished in the World’s Paper Trade Review 
of Londen: 

“T am sorry to notice from your issue of 
the 12th that a great increase has taken 
place in the importation of foreign paper, 
and as one who moves about in the paper 
trade and kindred industries, I much re- 
gret to see this. 

“The matter of foreign competition is 
becoming one of such a serious nature, not 
only in the paper trade, but in the iron, 
steel, and other industries, that serious 
steps will have to be considered by the va- 
rious manufacturers by way of finding 
means to deal with this one-sided and un- 
fair competition. 

“If we take last month’s imports of paper 
as a basis of calcuation, it would equal 
about £4,000,000 per year in value, and 
when we consider the loss of wages alone, 
some £600,000, to produce this quantity, 
imagine the large increase of population 
this would provide for, and add also to this 
the employment given to the various peo 
ple who supply the necessary material for 
manufacture, such as miners, chemica! 
workers, iron and steel, felt and wire mak 
ers, engineers, rag and material merchants 
railway workers, &c., besides which ther< 
is the profits of the various manufac- 
turers who supply these different articles 
all of which money.is spent in this country 
and most, if not all, both masters and men 
are readers and supporters of the news 
papers and other periodicals, who, know 
ingly or unknowingly, appear to be trying 
their best to swamp and stifle out of exist 
ence these supporters by encouraging t 
the utmost this foreign competition. 

“Against all this clear loss to the coun- 
try we must place the gain, if any, derived 
by the various newspapers who havé 
bought this paper, over and above th« 
price they would have to.pay if purchased 
from home manufacturers, and I ventur« 
to say that this would be a most insignifi- 
cant amount when compared with the losses 
sustained by the various people who de- 
rive incomes, directly or indirectly, from 
home manufactures, and in some cases the 
foreigners have the preference over British 
manufacturers, even at the same price.

PAPER.—There was very little doing in the paper mar- 
ket last week. As the Presidential election was drawing 
to a close attention was diverted from business to the 
political contest. Consequently trade suffered. This 
falling off is expected to be more than made up now 
that the election is over. Last week there was practically 
no change in the various grades of paper. The only con- 
spicuous feature of the market was the absence of any 
activity. This was due to the absolute willingness of 
both buyer and seller to let things stand in statu quo 
until Wednesday of this week. As Tue Paper Trape 
JOURNAL goes to press too early after the election to 
record its effect on business, nothing can be said on that 
score till next week. However, the feeling of the trade 
is that nearly all grades of paper will now improve both 
in demand and in price. There is some expectation that 
news will now be a little easier since the campaign is at 
an end. This is of course denied by the manufacturers. 
Book papers and writings must now be in a better position 
since the political uncertainty, which has retarded demand 
for them, is no longer a restraining force. Manilas are 
expected to stiffen somewhat in response to a general 
business revival which all agree should now set in since 
the campaign alarms are no longer heard. Boards are 
perhaps the only finished product about which one can 
speculate with any degree of certainty. With regard to 
them, there are a number of reasons why they should be 
firmer in price and enjoy a better demand. The reported 
settlement of the differences which kept the Uncas Paper 
Company, of Norwich, Conn., from taking out a license 
from the National News Board and the apparently suc- 
cessful efforts to get the independent straw board mills 
together are the principal reasons for this opinion. We 
quote:

WOOD PULP.—From New England comes the report 
this week that the water supply is far from what it should 
be at this season. Mills.that ordinarily should be grinding 
wood are said to be far below their average yield. In that 
section, therefore, the quotation on ground woods is natu- 
rally higher than in Northern New York and in the West. 
In the latter sections, well supplied with water as they are, 
the selling price must be commensurate with the grinding 
power. What the Western quotations are is difficult to 
ascertain in the New York market. But as far as the East 
is concerned it would seem that from $23@27 delivered is 
about the right range.

Local 
dealers who keep watch on the New York markets 
through the reports in THE JouRNAL are disposed to hold 
this stock for an advance, which they believe will come 
in sympathy with New York.
